on chalr and ricksha coolies. {f 1 am right, 1 
understand the chair-ecoties pay a fee.of only 
$2 per ; annuth whereas ricksha-coolies pay $72. 
per annum. -1 would suggest to the Govern: 
ment that s*me revenue might be derived -by 
increasing the fee on chair-coolies, The Com- 
mission reported—-" The evidenée also shows 
that the coolje will pay a.considerable sum fur 
the good-will of a public ricksha.” “Now, if in 
addition to paying $72 per annum, be will pay a 
considerable sum for the good-will of a ricksl', 
it seems to me that the chair-coolie also should 
pay a considerable sum for his licence without 
regard to the goolwill. [¢ was. stated in 
evidence that a chair-coalic could inake from 
$60 Jo $80 2 month, and ane coolic, I believe, 
admitted that over and above his’ living 
expenses he madé’a p afit of Soa month, If 
that is so, T qnite see why no coolies care to 
do private chair work. Tf yon efter them $9.4 
month to pay for ling expenses while outside 
they can pet Sra aver their fiving expenses, 
there is no inducement f rthem to wark fo 
private, people; .a EF would sng cst that) yau 
sho id raise the fees of pu -tie chatrcootics 
very largely, "hat there may Te less in‘uce- 
ment for them to work publicly an{ more in- 
ducement for them to go with private people.” 
As for the oficial salaries, ( have never been 
one of those who object to increase of salaries. 
I quite agree that you shaale pay good salaries 
for good wen, and fd not think what the 
sila ies put down in the estimates are at all toe 
large, Dat 1 certainty think the Government 
should sce they get good work in rein. The

THE. CURRENCY OF TIE COLONY, 

The curse cy and revenue of this Colony are 
in silver dollars, and f do not think you should 
take any co, ince Whatever of any other 
H you like, have your currency in the 
Colony tn sterling and then’pay your salaries 
in sterding, but T think to colluct your rev nue 
in silver dollars and pay your servants in pald 
is unbusinesslike, iWlogical and inconsistent. 
The only argmentthat Lean find when 1 looked 
up /lunsard, in favour of paying sterling was 
that the Straits Government were «doing 
it, What have we got to do with the Go- 
vernment of the Straits? Another point 
to show ‘the worthlessness or lithe: value 
of the argument of officials i gainst: payment 
in silver is that [believe the majorily of the 
off jals to-day wil take their salaries in’ silver 
and notin gold, © fcourse tq cite understand 
that you as Civil servatts have to take that 
payment in stenting,’ The old ones, 1 under- 
Iver, and [ do not blame 
them for doing so, because if silver, should rise 
and they tonk their salaries in gold iiey w ould 
be getting less dollars; but 1 think ‘that she 

outcry egainst the payment in silver was not 
$0 serious as it seemed ta be at the time 
The only other point [ wish to draw atlestion 
ois that in. the Commission, on which [ had 
the -honour to sit, on the Public Werks 
Department, we made .t special point that 
the estimates should only be for work 
which there was reasonable probability 
of carrying out diving the year, J 
would ask the Hon. Di cctor of Public Works 
if-he expects to accomplish all the work’ he 
estimates for? In former years the work was 
not all carried out, and the cs imates in that’ 
respect were rather misleading. 

Hon, Chatham :—The estimates, sir, have 
been very carefully considered with a view to 
the point that the hon. member an my right 
has raised, and it s anticipated that the works 
involved in the estimates will he aceamplished. 
I may mention, sir, in connection with these 
works that there are sone heavy indents for 
machinery #nd pipes from England, and it is 
anticipated that these should arrive in the 
Colony in time to ‘be charged and paid’ for out 

{next year’s estimates, ‘That, of course, is.a 
matter in-regard to which there is some un- 
certainty. 

HIS EXCELUENCY'S REPLY.
